(patron of the Greek Orthodox 
Church)... | must go for ecumenical 
reasons. Love is stronger than 
danger,” the pope answered. 


in Ankara Nov. 28 formal welcom- 
ing ceremonies were perfunctory. 
There was a 21-gun salute and honor 
guard accorded visiting heads of 
state. The Vatican and Turkey have 
had diplomatic relations since 1960. 
The pope was met by government and 
diplomatic officials, but there were no 
welcoming speeches. 


The pope's only other public 
appearance that day was a Visit, in a 
chilly, heavy rain, to the Mausoleum 
of Ataturk, leader of the Turkish War 
of Independence and founder of the 
modern republic in 1923. 

In the late evening the Turkish

“TO THIS QUESTION both of us can 
say ‘no. And we can add immediately 
that our further and main goal is not 
only the unity of the two churches, but 
the unity of all Christians in the same 
Lord and in participation in the same 
chalice.” 


Althorigh pope and patriarch each 
attended a Mass celebrated by the 
other, neither received Communion 
at the other liturgy — the ultimate sign 
of the unity that both are seeking.

PRO-LIFE YOUTHS —Amendments in hGenetess 
opposing federal aid for test-tube baby experiments may 
be the next big pro-life campaign, youths from around 
the country were told during the National Youth Pro-Life 
Convention in Minneapolis. The convention included the 
campaign kickoff for Ellen McCormack, who will run for 
president in 1980 on a pro-life campaign. 


CONTROVERSIAL PRIEST—Father Charles Curran, 
professor of moral theology at the Catholic University of 
America, said he is “now in correspondence with the 
(Vatican) Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith.” 
Father Curran, 45, who has been a center of cone 
in the past, said also that the doctrinal congregation is “ 
touch” with five other U.S. theologians “for one reason s 
another.” 


BISHOPS CRITICIZE GUIDE —A study by the’ Gapadian . 
Conference of Catholic Bishops in Ottowa has expressed ; 


serious reservations about a government curriculum 
guide on family life and sex education-that may be 
available to Canadian schools next year. The bishops’ 
study was particularly critical of a section on sexuality 
because of an absence of religiously inspired reading 


material and “a dramatic absence of what love and 


affection mean in a marriage and family setting.” 


TOTAL PERSON — Religious orders must pay as much 
attention to the psychological well being of their 
members as to their spiritual health, speakers told 70 
superiors general during a three-day meeting in 
Grottaferrata, Italy. The heads of men’s religious orders 
heard talks on specific problems, such as alcoholism 
and mental illness, and on the more general topic of 
religious formation. 


SOME SUPPORT — The Nicaraguan bishops expressed 
guarded support for the revolutionary government in a 
pastoral letter, and hoped it would meet patriotic and 
Christian expectations. The Catholic bishops defined the 
socialism they would support and would oppose any form 
of socialism that restricts human rights. 


IMMIGRATION POLICY — Britain's immigration policy 
has been strongly criticized by the Catholic Commission 
for Racial Justice, an advisory body to the Bishops’ 
Conference of England and Wales. “Britain's immigration 
policy, as it has evolved over the past 13 years from the 
combined decisions of both major parties, is racially 
discriminatory, imposes severe hardship on families and 
ignores basic human rights,” the commission said. 


ABORTION RULING—A federal judge in Chicago, 
while declaring parts of anew Illinois abortion control law 
unconstitutional, has found most of the law 
constitutional and has lifted a temporary restraining 
order which blocked the law's enforcement.

Despite. growing attempts in recent 
years by Protestant churches to establish 
substantial Hispanic congregations, 
churches ‘in the Imperial and San Diego 
counties appear to be holding their own. 


Although the percentage of Roman 
Catholic Hispanics is down from the 99 
percent of the total Hispanic population of 
a decade ago, it has increased in the past 
year, according to Roberto Martinez of 
Padre Hidalgo Center. 


“THE FIGURE is now about 95 to 96 
percent but in the last few years. the 
church has begun responding to the 
needs of the Hispanics,” said Martinez. 


Bilingual diocesan programs, Spanish- 
speaking priests and liturgies in Spanish 
now prevalent in Hispanic communities 
slowed the decrease of previous years. 


Such an example is Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church in Chula Vista which is 
about 97 percent Hispanic and growing, 
according to the pastor, Msgr. kuis 


' Balderas. 


“THE PARISH is growing because 
“immigrants are moving into the area,” said 


Father Balderas. 


“In the past many people leftthe church 
because the priests didn’t speak Spanish 
and they couldn't understand the Mass,” 
he said. 


Today a Spanish Mass is held every . 
Sunday for Spanish-speaking parishion- 


ers.. 

HOWEVER, in proportion to the Hispanic 
Catholics in the San Diego diocese, which 
Martinez estimates at about 60 percent, 
more such services are needed, he said. 


“We especially need to help in the » 


Imperial Valley reaching Hispanic youth. 
Chicano youth are being alienated from 
the church there,” said Martinez. 


“Religiosidad popular” is the: major 
reason that Hispanics are not leaving the 


church to join Protestant churches, added 


Martinez. 


THE RELIGION is part of their culture 
and customs. This ‘can be seen in events 
such as baptisms, quinceneras, weddings 
and others which have religious 
undertones, he said. 


“There are very few areas of their lives 
that aren’t influenced by the church,” he 
said. 


He added that Hispanic people “haven't 
really left the church but were not being 
fed spiritually. 


“Many are practicing en faith at home 
because they found it difficult to identify 
with Anglo-oriented churches,’’ said 
Martinez. : 


A NEWLY-LAUNCHED diocesan 
campaign, Come Home for Christmas, is 
expected to reach such non-practicing 
Catholics and have them return to active 
participation in parish life. 

Although Protestants and Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints’ churches, especially 
in the San Ysidro area, have been actively 
seeking Hispanic members, many priests 
agree Hispanics are not joining Protestant 
churches. 


“Some churches (Protestant) have 
posted flyers inviting our parishioners to 
their churches,” said Father Thomas 
Byrne, pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel, San Ysidro. 


THE BORDER CITY parish, comprised of 
95 percent Hispanics has decreased from 
97 percent a few years ago.

Carter using pope to gain Catholic votes 


President Jimmy Carter has again 
revealed his astute, if unflattering, 
assessment of American Catholic voters. 
They are, as he rightly perceives, naive 


political pygmies whose votes can he- 


had—year after year, election after 
election—in exchange for nothing more 
than hollow rhetoric and even -hollower 
promises. 


In 1975, Carter sent a telegram to the 
15,000 Catholic teachers assembled at 
the annual convention of the National 
Catholic Educational Association. If 
elected, he said, he would do everything 
within his power to provide federal 
education grants for Catholic education. 


Once elected, though, Carter repudiated 
his promise. 


Turning his back on Catholic parents, he 
did everything within his power to kill the 
Packwood-Moynihan tuition tax credit 
bill, which would have provided such 
grants. 


When Carter wasn’t sabotaging Catholic 
education interests, he was ignoring them. 
But now, in his bid for re-election, Carter is 
again catering to the Catholic vote. During 
a recent address to the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities in Kansas 
City, he repeatedly applauded the pope’s 
stress on spiritual and family values. In 
doing so, the President invoked Pope John 
Paul Il no fewer than nine times. 


Moreover, pt 
exploit Catholic concern for the family, 
Carter announced he would create a

in an obvious attempt to. 


federal “office for the families,” which 
would be a part of the Department. of 
Health, Education and Welfare—the very 
Same department that, under his control, 


has grossly deprived Catholic families of. 


education benefits to which they have a 
right under law. 


Further demonstrating his confidence in 
Catholics’ political naivete, Carter said: 
“Let us carry on the tasks outlined so 
eloquently by Pope John Paul. Let us 
preserve and enhance the partnership 
between Bovernment and the _ private 
sector which serves our people well, and 
let us make every effort to support and 
strengthen our families.” 


Nonsense! No recent president has 
done more to destroy the partnership 
between government and the private 
sector than Carter did when he*twisted the 
arms of dozens of senators in order to kill 
the Packwood-Moynihan bill. 


That bill would have initiated a vital 
partnership between government and 
private education, a partnership of 
inestimable value to the preservation and 
strengthening of our families. 


Carter knows he can deprive Catholics of 


family rights without suffering the loss of . 


their votes. oe 
Catholics, jointly with other religious- 


-minded citizens, have no strong power

‘When laziness and indolence are joined 
to pride, the mind then becomes almost 
incurable. Pride leads us to claim more 
than we deserve, and indolence prevents 
us from obtaining what we might justly 
claim, if we only had worked for it.

LOVE IS all-embracing. Think of how 
much envy and contempt there must have 
been between two of the apostles whom 
Christ chose: Matthew the tax collector, 
and Simon the zealot. 


Matthew had betrayed his patriotism by 
becoming an agent for the Roman 
government and collecting taxes from the 
Jews. Simon the zealot would be what 
today we call an underground and violent 
enemy of the Roman government who so 
much oppressed the Jews. 


Somehow or other, their envy was 
overcome when each of them discovered 
a Jove which made them self-forgetful 
enough to exult in the joy of others, and to 
discover the inner secrets of happiness 
and content. 
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The eighteenth of the California 
missions, named for King Saint Louis IX of 
France (1215-1270), was located in the 
Santa Margarita Valley, an elliptical plain 
about 10 miles long from east to west, and 
bounded on'the sides and at the lower end 
by smooth green hills. 


Once among the richest and most 
populous of the early Franciscan 
establishments, San Luis Rey boasted a 
splendid church, “the most elaborate in its 
design and architecture as any of the 
mission structures.” 


A VISITOR to San Luis Rey, in 1867, 
recalled that the walls of the church “were 
profusely decorated and hung with fine 
pictures.” He was told by a local resident 
that “only a few years before the altar was a 
gem of artistic excellence, many of its 
decorations being of the purest gold and 
silver, while the external and internal 
pediments all bore unmistakable 
evidences of art in the minuteness of their 
design and ornamentation.” 


Upon returning to the missions a-few 
years later, however, the same visitor 
noted that “the tower had fallen and 
crumbled, and the beautiful bells had 
disappeared.” 


HE FURTHER noted the curious manner

Q: Is it worthwhile to attend a penance 
service? They always have them in our 
Parish before Christmas and Easter. ~ 


A: The reasons for restoring the 
communal penance service can be 
summarized in this brief statement: Such 
a public service offsets the tendency to 
“privatize” sin—to see it only as a 
relationship between the sinner and God. 
Every sin is harmful to the Church, the 
Bride of Christ, the Mystical Body. 


In a penance service, venial sin is truly 
remitted in virtue of the prayer of the 
Church and the personal sorrow of the 
individual. And it is by no means unlikely 
that a person who has commited a mortal 
sin is restored to the state of grace 
(friendship) with God. 


Nevertheless, the Church clearly and 
seriously requires that the person thus 
forgiven of grave sin must receive the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation before 
he/she approaches Holy Communion, 


Who in the world is Baruch? The 
question is a natural one. Readings from 
the book attributed to him occur only on 
the Easter Vigil and on this Sunday of cycle 
C. 


Actually, biblical scholars would give 
highmarks to the historical figure known 
as Baruch. Jeremiah’s secretary, he twice 
wrote down the oracles of the prophet. The 


second draft was necessary after the king _ 
of Judah had destroyed the first one. Had ° 


it not been for Baruch’s diligence, the 
world might well have been deprived of 
some of its most moving religious 
literature. 


THE BOOK OF Baruch is another matter. 
It. was almost certainly not: written by 
Jeremiah’s secretary. Rather, it seems to 
have emerged from the somewhat 
turbulent era before the coming of Jesus 
Christ. The fact that it was attributed to 
Baruch is at least testimony to the esteem 
in which he was held.

in.which the chancel’s tile floor had “been 
undermined in all directions by persons in 
search of buried treasure.” The place was 
then “in the sunny angles of the exterior 
and in the tiles of the roof were swarms of 
bees and colonies of swallows. These or 
some other agents had.carried to the 
ledges above the belfry the seeds of the 
cactus and the sage which are growing 
there.” 


The ravages of time and abandonment 
rapidly reduced the “King of the Missions” 
and its stately church, once the “grandest 
upon the Coast,” into a mass of tottering 
ruins. Only in another generation would 
that proud outpost on the Spanish frontier 
be restored to its former regal grandeur. 


George Watson Cole stated, in 1910, 
that “the old missions are certainly the 
most characteristic works of man to be 
found in California. The early history of the 
State while under Spanish domination is 
so intimately associated with them that no 


. more appropriate and artistic decorations 


can be’ placed. on the walls of its 
educational institutions, libraries, public 
buildings and homes than the beautiful 
views of them-that can so easily be 
procured in some of the various forms that 
have” been passed down the annals 
concerning the piete® earliest founda- 
tions.

While encouraging attendance at 
penance services, we must be candid in 
noting the very real disadvantages that 
can result if careful planning is omitted in 
favor of a “spontaneous” ‘or “canned” 
celebration. 


First of all, we can “get lost in the crowd.” 
Participating with hundreds of others and 
only in a vague, general way, we may end 
up by “going through the motions” and 
becoming formalistic. 


In crowds it is difficult to be personally 
“touched,” and we may just go away from 
the service without real spiritual benefits. 
{Isn't this exactly what-has happened in 
the penitential rite at the beginning of 
Mass?) 


Another point is the age of personalism; 
we hunger for the personal, we want to be 
accepted as individuals. In constructing a 
penance service, then, we must be careful 


But there is more than that. The author 
(or authors) doubtless saw the contem- 
porary scene as a reflection of the age of 
Jeremiah. As then, so now there were 
threats from without and from within. A 
new Baruch was needed to record the 
prophetic message, warning the people of 
their sins and encouraging them with 


oracles of hope. Our book does just that. - 


THIS SUNDAY'S reading is the last half 
of a poem addressed to the new Jerusalem 
of the end-time,.not to the famed city in 


Judah. She symbolizes the end-time ° 


people who “will be named by God forever 
the peace of justice, the glory of God’s 
worship.”

A penance service shouldn't be rushed. : 


Conversion takes time and quiet—it 
cannot be regimented or manipulated. 
Here, above all, is a danger when provision 
is made during the service for 
sacramental confession. Thus a German 
theologian warns: 


“It becomes extremely difficult not to 
regard as a grave abuse the practice of 
rushing a crowd of individuals through the 
confessional. in a few minutes, allowing 
time for little other than a formalized ‘I 
didn’t love as much as | should have’ from 
the lips of the penitent—as is becoming 
the practice in too many parts of the 
Catholic world:” 


Let's face it—he’s right!. Frequently it 
seems that we priests encourage penance

Book of Baruch filled with words of hope 


for his own day tells us that. It tells us that 
we can take this second century B.C. book 
and make it a word of hope for a twentieth 
century A.D. people. 


We can do this for a simple reason. It is 
God’s Word, and God’s Word is for all time. 
More-than that, it describes Gad’s saving 
action for His people. Now, that saving 
action is realized in quite specific times 
and places. But once realized then and 
there, it becomes a possibility, even, for 
those whose hope is firm, a certainty for 
every time and place. 


The Gospel reading, from Luke, helps us 
to appreciate this even more. It is the 
account of John the Baptist appearing in 
the land. and announcing coming 
salvation. Surely, the Church combined 
the Baruch reading with this one because 
of the similar theme of hope and 
approaching salvation. There is even a 
sameness in the descriptive imagery. In 
Baruch we-read that “every lofty mountain

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Islam: implacable adversary or partner in dialogue? 


By John Maher 


The seizure by militant Moslem 
students of U.S. embassy personnel in 
lran and the dominance over the Iranian 
‘ revolution of the Moslem religious leader, 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, ~have 
propelled Islam to. the center of Western 
consciousness. 


What is this religion, people in Europe 
and North America wonder, which has 
been a force in the overthrow of the shahin 
Iran and which governs much of daily life 
in countries whose oil is vital to industrial 
civilization? 

WILL IT MOTIVATE its adherents to 
oppose implacably the religious, political, 
social and economic values of the West or 
to live in peace with non-Moslem peoples? 


The variety of socio-political systems in 
which Islam exercises influence today and 
the changes it has undergone throughout 
its history offer no clear answer to this last 
question, but something can be said about 
what Islam is. 


The world’s youngest universal faith, 
Islam was founded by Mohammed in 
Arabia in the seventh century after Christ. 
It has.grown to become the world’s second 
largest faith, with 750. million adherents 
compared with about 950 million 
Christians. 


THE LARGEST Moslem populations are 


Islam’s traditional cultural centers have 
been: the Arab world and: lran. Across 
North Africa and in the Middle East, 
Moslems constitute more than 90 percent 
of the populations of about some 20 
nations. “

YS NEESER ERERERS 
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Islam is an Arabic word signifying 
surrender and Moslems are “those who 
have surrendered to God.” 


When he was about 40, Mohammed 
claimed .that he was the bearer of a 
“recitation” (Koran) transmitted to him 
by the Angel Gabriel and the Spirit. 


THIS KORAN, he said, was the final 
version of what Allah, “the God of. 
Abraham, Ismael, Isaac.and Jacob” and 
of the tribes of Israel and Jesus wanted to 
communicate to mankind. 


Although. Mohammed conceded that 
the Jewish and Christian scriptures 
represented divine revelation, he 
contended that Jews and Christians had 
deformed that revelation and that his 
Koran invalidated the other scriptures 
whenever they disagreed with it. 


THE CENTRAL belief of Moslems is 
expressed in the shahada (confession of 
faith): “There is no god but God and 
Mohammed is his prophet.” 


God, or Allah, is one and there is no 
other. He is eternal, the first and the last. 
His attributes include wisdom, omni- 
potence, supreme majesty, life, will, 
hearing, vision and speech. Allah is free to: 
do as he pleases: he can pardon infidels or 
punish the godly. All acts of creatures are 
pre-determined by Allah. 


While Islam accepts Jesus as a prophet 


‘lesser in stature than Mohammed, it 


rejects the doctrines of the Trinity and the 
incarnation and holds that Jesus was not 
crucified but taken up into heaven. He is 
presented in the Koran as a messenger, 
born by virgin birth to the Virgin Mary. 
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THERE ARE two major divisions in 
Islam, neither of which has clergy. About 
90 percent of all Moslems are from Sunnis 
(from sunna, “the tradition of the 
prophet’), who consider themselves 


‘Islam's orthodoxy. 


The majority of Moslems in Iran are 
Shi'ites, who hold that Mohammed's 
Spiritual authority was passed on to his 
cousin and son-in-law, Ali, and certain of 
his direct descendants known as imans, 
who were considered infallible and 
faultless. : 

Iranian Shi'ites believe that the 12th 
iman, Mohammed, disappeared mysteri- 
ously in 874 but is still living and will 
return as the mahdi (divinely appointed 


guide) to establish God’s kingdom on 


earth. 

IN THE MEANTIME, leaders like 
Ayatollah Khomeini can advise Moslems 
on the presumed will of the “hidden 
iman.” 

The Second Vatican Council included a 
positive section on Jslam in the 
“Declaration en the Relationship of the 
Church to Non-Christian Religions.” 


Even. before the declaration was | 


promulgated, Pope Paul V! in 1964 had 
established a Secretariat for Non- 
Christians and its’ Islamic division 
produced guidelines for dialogue between 
Catholics and Moslems. 


IN THE THREE years after the 
secretariat was established, more than 
100 formal dialogues were reported. Inthe 
late 1960s and early 1970s, new forms of 
dialogue developed, including visits to the 
Islamic schools and theological 
disputations in various academic settings. 


In February 1976 ina dialogue in Tripoli, 
Libya, the Christian religion was 
represented principally by a Vatican 
delegation led by Cardinal Sergio 
Pignedoli, president of the Secretariat for 
‘Non-Christians. 


Several statements, political in nature 
and involving the Arab Israeli conflict, 
were inserted into a final statement, which 
both sides then repudiated in part. Since 
then, harmony has been restored to 
Islamic-Catholic . dialogue, which has 


continued in cities throughout the world. —

Pope praises values of Islam 


ANKARA, Turkey (NC)—Pope John 
Paul Il praised the religious values of 
Islam Nov. 29 in his first meeting with 
Catholic communities in Turkey. 


On the morning of his second day in 
Turkey, shortly before leaving the capital 
of Ankara for Istanbul, the pope met witha 
few hundred Catholics from tne Ankara 
region for a brief prayer service. 


Speaking in’ a country that is almost 
totally Moslem, with a Christian 
population of less than one percent anda 


Catholic population that is only a 


miniscule portion of the Christians, the. 
pope stressed the positive values of 


_ Islamic teaching that were expressed by 


the Second Vatican Council.
